Washington, 3.—(Special.)—

! army reorganization seriously and with 
due sense of its gravity. He had asked 
his question in good faith and resented 
the unwarranted interjection of the sena- 
tor from Connecticut. The question in- 
volved in this bill, he said, was most se- 
rious, especially that portion of it which 
seems to recognize it as the right of a 
chief executive to have unlimited, un- 
‘controlled and unbridled power—the abso- 
‘Jute power to increase at his will the 
army of the United States. 

This brought forth from Senator Waw- 
ley a disclaimer of any intention to be 
uncivil or disrespectful in his remarks. 
Later on Senator Hawley took occasion 
to make some reference to the civil war 
and the uring upon Fort Sumter, which 
called forth another criticism from Sen- 
ator Bacon, who thought that the mat- 
ters now under immediate consideration 
were of sufficiently grave importance to 
be considered on their own merits and 
without ahy attempt at reviving the old 
questions of forty years ago. 

Most of the time at today’s session of 
the senate was taken up with the reading 
of the army bill and the questioning of 
senators as to the meaning of different 
features of that measure. The considera- 
tion of the bill and the manner in which 
{t was taken up were chiefly interesting 
through the fact of its displacing the ship 
subsidy bill as the regular order of busi- 
ness, and because the action revealed a 
purpose on the part of some of the op- 
ponents of the ship subsidy bill to con- 
sume as much time as possible in the con- 
sideration of the army Dill. 

Senator Pettigrew figured prominently 
in this. He insisted upon the reading 
of the bill in its entirety and this could 
only be dispensed with on unanimous con- 
sent. Then when 2 o'clock was reached 
and unanimous. consent was asked that 
the ship subsidy bill be laid aside ‘with- 
out disparagement to its right of way 
as the regular order of business, Mr. 
Pettigrew again objected. His objection 
necessitated a formal motion giving the 
army bill the right of. way, which was 
what he was after, as that action dis- 

laced the subsidy bill. This means that 
with the time it will take to pass the 
army bill and that which will have to be 
devoted to appropriation bills, there is lit- 
tle chance for the subsidy bill being acted 
upon at this session of congress. 

During the discussion of the army 
measure the opposition senators indicated 
‘that their line of attack upon the Dill 
would be against the creation of a large 
permanent standing army. There was an 
intimation that objection would not be 
offered to a temnorary measufe to provide 
an adequate force to maintain the au- 
thority of the United States in the Phil- 


ippines. 

At the opening the bill was laid before 
the senate and on demand of Mr. Petti- 
grew read in full. 

Mr. Proctor, a member of the military 
committee, explained that the original 
senate measure had increased only. the 
artillesy arm. The:bill provided in brief, 
Mr. Proctor explained, for an army of 
58,000 minimum strength and 98,000 maxi- 
mum strength. 

Mr. Bacon inquired who would have dis- 
cretion in the fixing of the strength of 
the army. 

“The president of the United States,’ 
replied Mr. Proctor. 

“Aguinaldo will have something to say 
abeut it,’’ interjected Mr. Hawley. 

To Mr. Hawley's remark Mr. Bacon re- 
torted hotly. -He said the senate was here 
to discuss this great question of army 
reorganization seriously and with a due 
sense of its gravity. He had, he said, 
asked his question in good faith and re- 
sented therefore the jocular interjection 
of Mr. Hawley.

Lord Kitchener Urged\ the Burghers 
To Give Up Fight. 


Lomdion, January 4.—The censorship has 
just’ permitted news of the following 
peace tentatives to emanate from Pre- 
toria: 

About the middle of December a num- 
ber of prominent burghers, who had sub- 
mitted and were living in the Pretoria 
district, formed a peace committee. Mr. 
Van Rensburg, a former member of the 
first volksraad of. the Transvaal, was 
elected president of the committee, which 
included other prominent former members 
of the volksraad. Lord Kitchener ad- 
dressed a meeting of the committee on 
December 21st. He assured them that 
they could rely upon his assistance in 
every way calculated to bring the war 
to a speedy porn at eid He proceeded to 
point out the folly of a continuance of 
guerrilla warfare, since the British gOov- 
ernment would never permit the re-estab- 
lishment of the Boer government. 

As to those who had broken oaths of 
neutrality, he told the committee that all 

would be accommodated, with their fam- 
ilies, in protected laagers along the line 
of railway. He asserted that it was im- 
perative to clear the country of inhabi- 
tants and of food, because, so 
food remained the comm: indos would be 
able to continue in the field. 

No one, he promised, would be. sent out 
of the country, but all who had fought 
fairly, including the leaders, would re- 
ceive the consideration due their -rank. 
He advised the formation of local sub- 
committees to send out agents to the Boer 
commandos, explaining that they 
communicate through the central 
mittee and the military governor, and 
could also come to see him personally, if 
necessary. 

Since the meeting, orders have been is- 
sued against burning farmhouses unless 
it should be proved that the actual inhab- 
itants had committed misdeeds. The first 
districts cleared under Lord Kithener’s 
plan were Jagersfontein and Fauresmith, 
whose inhabitants were laagered at 
Fauresmith.

The Felders Must Fight To 
Hold the Fortune 


COUNSEL ALREADY EMPLOYED 


Cincinnati Relatives of the Million- 
aire Claim That Another Will 
Was Made Just Before Mur- 
phy Died—Acoption 
Will Be Fought. 


Cincinnati, January 3.—At Nashville 
yesterday, after the probating of the will 
of Millionaire Samuel Murphy, his wid- 
ow, Anna H. Murphy, appeared in court 
and adopted Mr. and Mrs. Thomas J. 
Felder, thus making them the heirs of the 
millions that were left to the widow. 

The late Dr. John A. Murphy, of Cin- 
cinnati, was a brother of Samue! Mur- 
phy, who also formerly resided here. The 
widow of Dr. John A. Murphy still re- 
sides hers, and it was expected that her 
two daughters would become the heirs of 
These nieces are Mrs. 
Edwin Gardner, Jr., of Nashville, and 
Mrs. John Kilpreth, Jr., of New York, and 
it is claimed that thev had been told by 
their uncle, Samuel Murvnhy, that they 
would become his heirs after the death of 
his widow. 

It is charged now that Samuel Murphy 
made a different will just before he died, 
and that Mr. and Mrs. Felder were adopt- 
ed a week after his death while Felder 
was made co-executor of the will without 
bond. . In the petition to adopt Mr. and 
Mrs. Felder, the widow is said to have 
stated in court at Nashville that Samuel 
Murphy during his life gave his brother, 
Dr. John A. Murphy, of Cincinnati, over 
$500,000. 

Mrs. John A. Murphy, in published in- 
terviews today, states that the amount 
was less than $100,000, and mostly in real 
estate, which has since greatly depreciat- 
ed. She and her daughter today retained 
eminent counsel here to contest the will 
and the adoption of Mr. and Mrs. Felder 
and other counsel will be retained at 
Nashville for the litigation.

The issue was precipitated quite unex- 
pectedly. The leadets had decreed that

states. 

The leaders on the democratic side 
sought in vain to head off the resolution 
with points of order, but the speaker 
ruled against them, They then began a 
filibuster, openly avowing that they would 
fight every proposition looking to the re- 
duction of representation from the south- 
ern states to the bitter end. Several of 
the republicans were secretly in sympa- 
thy with them, and their indifference to 
the fate of the Olmstead resolution in 
the end gave the opposition the victory 
of today. Many of them quietly paired 
with absent democrats, leaving their ab- 
sent colleagues unpaired. <As a result, 
when the question of consideration was 
raised against the resolution it was de- 
feated—81 to 83. Although the vote was a 
strict party vote, two republicans, Lan- 
dis, of Indiana, and Mann, of Llinols, 
answered present, but did not yote. But 
the story of the defeat is found in the 
absentees on both .sides who were un- 
paired. Thirty-two’ republicans were ab- 
sent and unpaired against sixteen of the 
opposition. 

The situation with reference to the ap- 
portionment bill is greatly complicated 
as a result of the injection of the Olm- 
stead resolution. Chairman Hopkins, how- 
ever, is confident of victory for his bill. 
He thinks the Olmstead resolution may 
pass in a full house and that the inves- 
tigation may be made, but,that the mat- 
ter will end there. ‘ Irrespective Of the 
fate of the resolution, however, he will 
press the reapportionment bill, and thinks 
it will pass on Monday. If possible, he 
will displace private bill day tomorrow 
with his measure.

Mob of a Hundred Men Takes Louis 
McAdams’s Life. 
Montgomery, Ala., January 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Governor Samforfd’s tart letter of a 
few days ago in reference to lynching and 
calling upon Judge Moore to hold a spe- 
cial term of his court to’find out the 
lynchers in Perry does not seem to have 
had much effect in Shelby county, not a 
great distamce from the scene of the 
Perry lynching. Yesterday afternoon 
Louis McAdams, a negro, who had a 
Christmas difficulty with J. M. Ray, a 
white man, near Wilsonville, and serious- 
ly cut him with a knife and escaped, was 
arrested by the sheriff in Childersberg, 
when a mob of one hundred men or 
more, forcibly took possession of Mc- 
Adams and hanged him to the limb of a 
tree. As the negro swung off into etern- 
ity fully fifty shots were fired into his 
body. The lynchers all wore*masks and 
no one was identified who participated in 
the mob. This is said to be the third 
lynching in the new year and new cen

He was irrevocably opposed, he de- 
clared, to the present bill, because it fas- 
tened upon the country for all time an 
immense standing army. He expressed 
his perfect willingness to support the ad- 
ministration in its maintenance of its au- 
thority in the Philippines. He differed 
from the controlling »uwwers in their Phil- 
ippine policy, but he was always willing 
to support the authority of the United. 
States. He pointed out that among the 
soldiers in the Philippines his own state 
(Georgia) had furnished its full propor- 
tion. 

Nothing further from him, he said, 
than to suggest that the senate should 
not maintain the government’s hands in 
those eastern islands, however individual 
senators might feel and think ag to the 
government's policy. The danger was 
that the army would be increased eventu- 
ally to one of several hundred thousands 
—to an army that’ would dominate the 
country. He suggested that the military 
affairs committee ought to prepare a bill 
providing for a special Philippine army. 
That. he thought, would relleve the coun- 
try of the menace of a great standing 
army. 

Mr. Sewell said: “We now havVe more 
skirmishes in the Philippines than at any 
time almost since the beginning of the 
war.”’ bs oe 

Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, inquired 
whether any provision of the bill required 
that enlisted-men should be returned to 
this country when their services no longer 
were required.

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Veteran Soldier Receives Right 
* Royal Welcome, 


CHEERS. WERE  DEAFENIN 


Thousands Lied the Streets and 
Waved Their Appreciation of 
New Commander in Chief. 
Prince of Wales Prom- 
inent Figure. 


London, January 3.—Lord Roberts to- 
day received a right royal welcome on 
his return to London after a year’s ab- 
sence in South Africa. The crowds were 
not so dense nor so demonstrative as 
during the recent war celebrations. A 
feeling prevails on all sides that the prog- 
ress of the campaign did not warrant 
triumphal ovations, It was as man rather 
than as a general that London welcomed 
**Bobs.”’ 

The reception proved that there @s no 
more beloved figure in public life in Eng- 
land that the present commander in chief. 
He was everywhere greeted with real 
affection. His modest bearing and the 
care with which he saluted on all sides 
today along the route further endeared 
him to the people. Lord Roberts was in 
full uniform, but behind his carriage 
his staff followed in khaki. They and 
six Indian orderlies in magnificent semi- 
barbaric uniforms, were the only pictur- 
esque figures of the little procession. The 
fact that his personal escort’ consisted of 
the Tenth Hussars, which regiment Lord 
Rosslyn and others have accused of cow- 
ardice at Sannas Post, was taken ta in- 
dicate Lord Roberts's express desire to 
exculpate these Hussars from any blame, 
besides paying a tribute to the prince of 
Wales, their honorary colonel. 

Those present at the luncheon at Buck- 
ingham palace, where the ceremonies 
ended, consisted of fifty persons, about 
twenty of whom were of royal blood and 
thirty were of the nobility, the latter in- 
cluding Lord Salisbury, the duke of Do- 
venshire, Lord Wolseley and a majority 
of the members of the cabinet. 

Lord Roberts went from Buckingham 
palace to the war office, where he for- 
mally took over the work of commander 
in chief of the forces. He will begin art- 
tending the war office at regular hours 
tomorrow. ° , 

The arrival of-Lord Roberts at South- 
ampton this morning was an hour late 
owing to a dense fog, but a vast con- 
course of people were at the pier. He 
drove through the profusely decorated 
streets to the Hartley institute, where 
the mayor, surrounded by the members 
of the corporation, presented him with 
the freedom of the city in a gold casket. 

Lord Roberts reached Paddington sta- 
tion’ London, twenty minutes behind the 
schedule time. He was greeted by the 
prince of Wales, the princess of Wales, 
the duke and duchess of York, the duke 
of Connaugh and the duke of Cambridge. 
After an exchange of congratulations, 
Lord Roberts, with the prince of Wales, 
the duke of York and the adjutant gen- 
eral, General Sir Evelyn Wood, reviewed 
the guard of honor. 

The prince of Wales, with Lady Rob- 
erts left the railroad station in a royal 
carriage drawn by six horses and escort- 
ed by Life Guards, preceding Lord Rob- 
erts to Buckingham palace. The return- 
ing fleld marshal was then presented with 
an address from the municipality of Pad- 
dington.

Constitutionality of Measure To Be 
Tested in Courts. 

Lexington, Ky., January 3.—(Special.)— 
The injunction suit of the railroad com- 
panies against the Kentucky board of 
railroad commissioners, which involves 
the constitutionality of the McChord rail- 
road bill, will come up for argument next 
Monday before the supreme court of the 
United States, at Washington. 

It will be remembered that the railroad 
companies brought suit against the com- 
missioners to prevent the enforcement of 
the act of March 10, 1900, by which rates 
were fixed. This case was tried before 
Judge Evans, in Louisville, and in August 
he handed down a decision holding that 
the act of the commissioners was invalid, 
as the McChord bill, upon which it was 
based, was unconstitutional. The com- 
missioners then took an appeal to the su- 
preme court. 

An array of legal talent will be on 
hand Monday in Washington to argue the 
ease. The railroads will be represented 
by Judge A. P. Humphrey, James P.

The charge 
was a violation of the sixty-second ar- 
ticle of war, conduct prejudicial to good 
order and military discipline, and the 
‘specification set forth that the defendant 
was convicted and fined in the recorder’s 
court for disorderly conduct. It was held 
that this specification was not pertinent 
to the proof of the charge. The judge 
- advocate/did not resist the demurrer and 
the court ordered the spe cification strick- 
en out. 

There were charges of violatfon of four 
articles of war against the defendant, all 
of which grew out of a little riot on a 
street car returning rrom the Interstate 
fair on the night of October 128th. The 
charges include disrespect to ranking offi- 
cer, firing off his rifle without orders, 
boisterous conduct, using profane lan- 
Guage in the presence of ladies, intoxica- 
tion and taking part in a riot, all of 
Which is considered conduct unhecoming 
a soldier and prejudicial to good -order 
and militar} discipline. 

Sergeant Huff pleaded not guilty to all 
the charges except that of firing his rifle 
from the rear of the ear. 

The trouble appeared to have grown out 
of a dispute“over a seat in the car. part 
of whieh was occupied by Lieutenant 
Watt. After the gun was .fired Sergeant 
Huff entered the car and became engaged 
in the difficulty. Lieutenant Watt had 
protested against two parties taking the 
other part of the seat, saying he was 
holding it for a friend of his. There was 
a little loud talking, whereupeén a pas- 
senger remarked, ‘““‘The state should issue 
its commissions to gentlemen and not to 
hoodlums.” Huff .then drew his bayo- 
net and there wus considerable loud talk- 
ing and swearing among the soldiers on 
the car. Finally Lieutenant Watt called 
attention to the fact that there were |a- 
dies on the car, and said if there was to 
be any fight they should get off ‘the car 
and have it out. One passenger with his 
wife insisted on getting off the car, but 
finding it was the last car in for the 
night they remained on board. The con- 
ductor, with the aid of several passengers, 
Bucceeded in restoring order and the car 
came on to the city. There was much 
boisterous conduct, profane language, and 
Huff and some of the other soldiers were 
under the influence of liquor. 

Such in brief was the statement made 
to the court by the witnesses for the 
state, among them Conductor J. W. Stott 
and Motorman C. C. Helmes, of the car 
in question. Some one told Conductor 
Stott he ought to have the whole busi- 
ness arrested. The conductor called on 
Policeman P. J. Florence and asked him 
to make a case against Sergeant Huff. 
which he did. No case was made against 
Lieutenant Watt. At the conclusion of 
Policeman Florence's statement the state 
rested its case temporarily. 

The defense attempted to show first 
by Private J. V. Wallace, of company K, 
that there was no such terrible riot on 
gthe gar as had been made to appear, and 
that while Huff and the other soldiers 
had heen drinking a little beer they were 

ot drunk. It-was shown on the cross- 

-xamination that Wallace had invited one 
of the private citizens who was engaged

The sergeant was not 
boisterous, he was not drunk nor did he 
use any profane or vulgar language. Lieu- 
tenant Watt then detailed his version of 
the disturbance on the car. 

Sergeant Huff made a statement in his 
own behalf, in which he denied all the 
charges, except that he fired his gun at 
the back of the car. He had qa blank 
cartridge left after the sham battle and 
simply fired it in fun. 

The deposition of Mrs. Cliff Mayson was 
read. It was distinctly favorable, both 
to Sergeant Huff and Lieutenant Watt. 

The defense closed and Mr. Joe Gatins 
was called in rebuttal. He told the story 
of the quarrel over the seat and said Ser- 
geant Huff cursed and drew his bayonet.

Bud!” Bankston Charged with 


Shooting Mrs, Stephens, 
TRUE BILL FOR OR, CLARKE 


Mrs. W. P. Groene, Who Tried Po 
Shoot Her Husband Last Month, 
Must Amswer to Charge 
of Shooting at An- 

other. 


William, alias ‘‘Bud’’ Bankston was yes- 
terday indicted by the Fulton grand jury 
a charge of assault with intent to 
murder. His brother, Oscar Bankston, 
now confined at the Tower, was indicted 
as an accomplice. 

“Bud” Bankston is now a fugitive, but 
if he is ever located will be arrested. He 
stands charged with shooting Mrs. Alex 
Stephens, who resides at the corner of 
Smith and Hubbard streets. The shovt- 
ing occurred abcut/ midnight on the 22d 
of last month. 

Mrs. Stephens, in a statement prepared 
for the authorities in case she died, said 
that the two Bankstons appeared at her 
house in a drunken condition, quarreled 
with Her husband and that “Bud” drew 
his pistol and deliberately shot her: It 
is said that she is still not out of dan- 
ger. 

Oscar Bankston was given a prelimi- 
nary hearing before Justice Edgar Orr on 
December 29th and was bound over to 
the superior court under bond of $1,900, 
which he was unable to give. A young 
man, whose name was not known, called 
at the office of the board of county com- 
missioners and made a request that the 
board ask the governor to offer a suit- 
able reward for the capture of “Bud” 
Bankston. 

Laughing Doctor Indicted. 

Dr. C. F. Clarke, the man arrested sdme 
days ago charged with robbing the office 
of physicians, was also iridicted yester- 
day by the grand jury on a charge of 
burglary. 

Dr. Clarke has been considered one of 
the mest unique characters ever taken 
tow by the police department. He 
laughed incessantly while talking of his 
misfortrne and treated the matter more 
as a jcke thén anything else. 

It was charged that he went into tha 
offices of other doctors and helped him- 
self to medical books, -costly instruments 
or any effects that suited his fancv. He 
is said to have come originally from 
Chio.

The board was very fortunate in electing Mr. 
H. M. Seals, the present superintendent. It 
became apparent early in the year to the 
board that the park was in need of a super- 
intendent who should be an expert gardener 
and florist combined, It was no little task to 
find one with such ability and experience. Mr. 
Seals being a florist, the office of florist Was 
abolished—a saving to the department of $300 
per annum, There being great need of a large 
greenhouse, one was built for the future as 
well ‘ks the present use, It is heated by steam 
and so arranged that it can be well ventilated 
in summer. Everyone that has seen it is de- 
lighted with the exterior beauty, as well as 
the interior arrangement. A house was built 
and a seventeen-horsé power boiler placed 
therein at a cost of $700. The zoo building 
and the two greenhouses are now heated by 
steam, thereby saving of fuel for five stoves 
that wére in the zoo, to sag nothing of the 
labor that was employed in carrying fuel to 
those stoves, 

The building that was burned this summer 
has been replaced by one that not only looks 
more modern, but serves the purpose for which 
it is built much better, While it possibly was 
unfortunate in the loss of the building by 
fire, the board took advantage of the loss by 
enlarging the lake and beautifying a very un- 
sightly part of the park. The camel house 
was moved to the deer run, giving the camel 
a larger and better walk. There being an 
ugly and neglected space by the pigeon house, 
the knoll was graded and sodded, a walk 
made on either side leading to the zoo and a 
beautiful flower bed planted, The unsightly 
and unsanitary condition of the guinea pig and 
rabbit burrows were such as to warrant the 
removal to the rear of the where they 
now have a clean and healthy burrow. 

There was about 2,000 linear feet of gut- 
ters paved with brick and rock, there being 
no gutters paved until this year the board de- 
serves great credit. The walks have been kept 
clean and gravel placed where and when 
needed. All the roadways have had thetr 
share of attention. It requires considerahle 
work to keep the roads and drives in good 
condition, This being a very dry summer, 
it requires a sprinkler in use all the while. 
Also gravel placed where and when needed, 

The springs were regularly 
surface drainage was kept out and dippers 
were kept at each spring for the thirsty. 

There being over 100 acres of Bermuda, blue 
and crab grass to cut two or three times every 
year, the board was wise in purchasing a two- 
horse mower and one-horse rake, The ma- 
chines have more than paid back the amount 
they cost in hay and labor saved. 

Fort Walker was repaired and benches placed 
in and around the fort and flower beds pre- 
pared and planted. 

The rifle pits or breastworks beihg almost 
filled with dirt and uged as walks, were fast 
passing out of existence. They were cleaned 
out and a walkway placed parallel thereto, 
so the pedestrians could not aid in destroying 
the historic landmark, 

The zoo has had as much attention from the 
board as any other attraction in the park. No 
pains have been spared in the care of the ani- 
mals, the board is of the opinion, I believe, 
as to the necessity for more animals and a 
healthier building to keep them fin. 

There being only fourteen arrests 
park, and they mostly for shooting at birds 
and squirrels, it being generally conceded that 
about one person out of every thirty-five who 
goes to the park goes in the cyclorama, rep- 
resenting an attendance of 1,100,920: there- 
fore the above number of arrests speaks vol- 
umes for the park.

ENORMOUS SCALE 


Broke Over- Market--Swept Prices 
on Downward Course 


UNCHECKED AT Tht CLOSE 


Speculators Long of Stocks Showed 
Many of Symptoms of Panic in 
Scramble To Save Impos- 
ing Profits — Closed 
Near the Lowest. 


New York, January 3.-—-The long expected 
storm of liquidation broke over the stock 
market today and swept prices in a torrent 
of selling on a downward course, which was 
not effectually checked even at the close of the 
market, There were wide breaches in prices 
by that time, and the precipitate character of 
the selling gave the market the appearance of 
semi-demoralization, Speculators who were 
long of stocks showed many of the sympt6ms 
of panic in their scramble to save the impos- 
ing profits which the prolonged rise had in- 
dicated for them on paper. The market was 
s0 top-heavy by reason of the vast number 
of ‘accounts on narrow margin which infested 
it that the fall in prieées gained momentum 
as it progressed. The wiping out of margin 
with the decrease in the face of value of stocks 
forced them to sale to prevent losses by the 
brokers. Whether any of the liquidation be- 
yond this was fogged would be difficult to 
say. The money te maintained a calm 
surface all day, the cal! loan rate ruling at 
514 per cent or below §.

FIRST MEETING OF THE YEAR 


President 4nd Vice President Will 
Be Elected. 


HILLYER MAY BE A CANDIDATE 


Harrison May Also Want Re-elec-

The board of water commissioners wil!

NO TERRORS FOR HIM 


A gentleman. who looked as though he 
might be a temperance lecturer, or a pro- 
hibitionist, at leaSt,,stood in the hallway 
that led to the bar in the Kimball house 
last night, and accosting two acquaint- 
ances who were headed for liquid refresh- 
ments, pinned them up against the wall 
and said he wanted to tell a true story 
with a strong moral.
